Wasiii.ncto.v, .-Vpril 7. — The house 
coiiimittce on lailwayH and canals to- 
day acted favoralily on the bill intro- 
duced hy Representative Payne of Nciv 
York, directing the United States to 
make a ship canal around Niagara Falls 
from a, point on Lake Ontario to a point 
on Lake Erie. 

The bill provides that the canal all a 11 
be conatrucled along one of tho routes 
for such a project heretofore surveyed. 
The route favored is 21 miles long. The 
oannl ia intended as an offset to the 
Welland Canal on the Canadian nidi of 
the Falls. 

Under treaty provisions the United 
States is allowed to keep one gunboat in 
the grout lakes, and it ivould be utterly 
impossible because of this to concen- 
tnite a squadron quickly and effectively 
in the event of wor. ' It is also intended 
to protect American vessels against 
what is claimed to be an unjust discrim- 
ination in violation of treaty stipula- 
tions by the Canadian government in 
the Wilbxnd canal. 

Tlie treaty with Canada provides tbat 
no discrimination eliall lie shown in the 
canal, but Canada allow.s a drawback of 
■Jl) ])cr cent, on duties for every Ciirgd 
lauded in Canada. This is claiiiu-d tii 
be an injustice to American vessels. The

Lieut. Setou Karr tjtarts on Another 
Northern Trip. 

One of tho paH.seugei's for Fort Simp- 
aoii by the Boscowit;'. to-day will bo 
Lieut. Setoii Karr, ttie adventurous 
young I'^iiglisliman, wiio two years ago 
niaile a tour of cxplor.ilioii up the rocky 
side of .Mount .St. I'^iias. Siiici; that 
time he Inis visited Soulhorn Africa in 
seari'h of adventures iciil excitement, 
and al,^o spent aoiiio tinio in Persia and 
.\s^ylia, In the former atraoge laird he 
iiiielc a horseback journey of i ,120 miles 
'11 111 hours, — a wonderful feat, cousid- 
( ring the character of the country tra- 
versal. 

Lt. Karr, on leaving l!riti.sli Cpjura- 
bia a couple of years ago. left with a 
Cowiclittii frientt his traveling ofllfit, 
which he will use uguin ou his present 
trip. His plan is to first sccurn Skeena 
River Indians ua guides, uud then as- 
cend the Yukon, U'hite aud AUsebk, 
and the east branch of tho Ccf'por River 
to their soiircert. From the Yulvon he will 
go to (,'liilcat, and then, ' if pjsaible, lo 
l)ry Bay by the trail which is commonly 
believed to exist, but whV.h iio white 
man has ever followed. This trail Lt. 
Karr believes ^o be well known to the 
Inilliins (uid to lead siraiglit acroaa the 
(Jrand Phi lean.

It la pi^-'sible tiiat .-VrUell's ])nrty and 
the rriH'cseiitalive of tile I'^iiglish Royal 
(ieograpbical Society ni;,y iiiccl, but Lt. 
Karr will go ,ib,-,o|iitcly alone. Hefore 
returning he will satisfy liiinself whether 
or not there are any inoiintaiiiH in the 
neigliboiirliood higher than St. Kliaa ; 
he thinks tlierc are. 

In about four months it is probable 
that lie will return to give an interest- 
ing account of bis explorations. 

The lieutenant is a typical Engliah- 
man, six feet three or four in heif^ht. 
Hia broad shoulder^ and tjuick hrm 
stop, pronounce him a niuii of strength 
and ciiduraiicu ; uiiil liio blue syo CCUl- 
veys the impression that ho' would not 
be easily deterred from accomplishing 
anything that he hud undertaken. Hit 
contributions to the Royul Geographical 
Society ure highly valued, and us the 
carrier of speoial despatches he has 
rendered good service to his Queen and 
country.

. A MERE RUMOE. 

Thare is a.ffl.\a a rumor of the pro- 
poned sliJiodtiuu of Qu«eu Victoria iu 
•^'•liji iil tiiu riiiiCc \ViIci. It is hird 
to tell wliotlior or not there is any 
foundation fnr tho report. So many 
sensatioual atoriea are told about emin- ' 
eut persons iu these diiys that one docb 
not know which to believe. It uiAy bt 
that gome enterprising nowa-gather|er oi 
news-mMiUfaclurer, knowing tl>ati tht 
Queen health is not very ig6od'f^ that 
she is X uuOfei-ei' froui rlieumUitm\ diat 
raised the lepoi t that she is woaVied ol 
public lifo iiiul that -•jlio wishes to see hei 
eldest sou ou the throue. There it 
nothing very improbably .in ^his abory', 
and he may calculate upon a very '. largi' 
pro;>ortion of the public taking it foi 
the truth, iint if such an important 
change is reully contemplated, ia it 
likely that the nation would receive tht 
first intiinatiou of it in this way. ^ 
Kings , and - Queena iuid.4 Miuistei^ooit 
State, are not'iii the habit of taking 
newspaper correspondents into theii 
confidence. Those correspondents arc 
geneially excellent uulhoritie.s with 
respect to wluit Imn huppened. They 
are very industrious aud cxceodingl} 
iratchftil, ' and- they-' ' hkVe' muiky 
BieaniBof finding oiit 'What'-'ha'^ oeeu 
done. But When they lobk into the 
fut\ire ahd tell the pdblio 'what is going 
to come to puss, they are not nearly so 
reliable. Tlioir guossea uud conjectures 
are, as a rule, no more to be depet^deii 
npon than those of persons^of ^9j^inary 
intelligence. It is just poa^ible. thatjtbt 
Queen may abdicate, but. -we thittk ibat 
when she inakea up her iniiid'' to 'do «c 
she will not suffer her intention to be- 
come a matter of niero gossip. Hur se- 
ci«ti will be. kept until the announce- 
ment is I formally hia'de by' high , statt 
official to the representatives of the na- 
tion. 



THE KAISER'S CUNFERENOE. 

The Emperor William's international 
labor conference has ended its . labors. 
It is not known whether or not it iiD« 
done anything of any jjrea: importance. 
The questions -^ hich were discussed at 
its sessions are by no means new, aud 
some of them had been decided by free 
countries long ago. Laws have been 
made in England to protect women and 
children working in factories, and Sun- 
day labor ia couJciiined iu Great 
Britain and her colouiea and in tht 
United States, both by public opinion 
and by legal enactment. These were 
among the subjects that occupied the 
attention .,pf^^.the. Labor Conference. 
Froni the' account tliat we bave seen ol 
the results of its deliberations it does 
not appear that the delegates went very 
deeply into these matters, or that the 
reforms which they recommend are of 
anything like a sweeping nature. ■ 

'it is said that the Coufereiice 'will 
recommend the establishment of op- 
tional courts of arbitration, consisting 
of representatives of employers and 
workmen, to settle labor disputes. 
There is uolhinj; to hinder auch courts 
of arbitration being established iu free 
countries. If einployertf and- employes 
a(;ree to settle a. dispute, by. arbitration 
they do not, in this countryat uuy rate,, 
need the interference or the ituth'oHisa- 
tion of law to enable them to do so. 
They are perfectly free to clioose this 
way of settling all disputes if they sue 
fit to do so. It LB, too,.a, rcMPnable.iiriy> 
of settling muiandehstandingi,! l»Ud' If 'it- 
were reiprtod tfrinbre^ ^iw^tibiitly'tKere 
would be in many places a better feel- 
ing between employers and workmen 
than now •xiat.i. 

Bat the Conference considered other 
questions w|ii6h' would, we^ think, be 
bettet.,left to'Tie arranged by private 
agreement than by legal enactment. 
We have no great faith in the inter- 
ference of law in the management of 
business oonceriiB. Law cannot regu- 
late everything. Kmployera and work- 
men cannot be tied down by lawi iu all 
their relations with each other. It 
seems to us that with regard to such 
questions as the following Whtdh wore 
discussed by tlio Labor Conferenojli inore 
reteonalilo rcguliitioiia could ' "be 
made by the iniiii! owners and 
the work-jiociplo iIkiu could l)e 
drawn up by Government odicials let 
them be ever so iutellige;^'k/fuidl ;c{f(^r.:ib 
well-meaning. Different ciroumiitEiiiees 
require difTnront rules, and regjulii'tions 
can readily bo modified by private 
agreement to aiiit oircuinstuncea. But 
let the liiw oiici; 1)0 the rcgiilator and 
circumstances must bend to the regula- 
^tions iflihey can be made to do so. The 
qnestioDS we allude to are these ; 

'♦Whether a rosli iction of the dura- 
tion of the shifts alioiild be prescribed 
for mines in which work is particularly 
dangerous to health ? 

"XVhetlisr it is possible to subject 
work in inines to international regula- 
tionli in order to - assure the regularity 
of the 'ottt'puli of coal ? 

"Whether work should bo prohibited 
on Siinday; except in case of need, and, 
if SO) Which exceptions may bo allowed '; 

"Whether these exceptions should be 
determined by interniitional agree- 
ment, by law, or by administrative 
measures ?" 

If matters like ( heso are arningcd ac- 
cording to law, what is to bo left to 
private discretion? Jf the workmen 
had nothing to do with tho contracts 
the^ niade, the regulation of the hours 
of wpj^lt aud other matters that con 
i!eriied;them,'<if the law did everything 
for thein," would they not in time b«. 
como mere working nmcljinea V 'i'licre 
would be noiiiiiif.; fo[- tliL-iii to cxc-rcise 
their intoiliguuce "HJcjii. Tliey wunid 
have no use for their brains. The 
law makers would do their thinking for 
them, and nothing would be left for 
them but to work during the nundjcr of 
hourij apeoiflod by law and to receive 
tht rf muneration that had been deoided 



upon by law. For if the law ia to inter- 
eviBry other matter in which there 
for dispute between the employer 
and " 'omioloyed, will it not soon 
bfa obliged to interfere in the 
matter of wages? If warknKii 
aire noi free to make bargains as regai^ 
the lio'urs they shall labor and other 
matters connected with their employ- 
ment, they are not free certainly to de- 
cide how much they are to gel for their 
work. 

If the Government is to treat both 
the employer and the employe as if they 
were nieibe cbildreD, unable to think and to 
act for thepiiolve8,what cliance will there 
he for iihprovcment -and elevation in the 
condition 'of either the one claiss or the 
other. Thii paternaliim is, wo think, u 
miitak*. We freely admit that there 
>r.e many men wljo are. looked upon as 
wise and philanthropic who favor the 
state regidatiou of industries; but we 
cannot- believe that they are right. 
Have men for thonaaiK'.B of years 
been struggling and lighting, ex- 
ercising to the utmost their ouergies 
and powers of mind and body merely to 
beconie, in the fullness of tiine, parts of 
ii big machine In' which their duties will 
be marked oiitlor th'ein, and they will 
be under no necessity co exercise their will 
or their intellect independci.tly on any 
subject whatever. It seems to us that our 
present condition, hai'd as it is, reqiiir-^ 
ing lucessent watchfulness and the per- 
petual exercise of the powers of the in 
dividual is infinitely' preferable to that 
conditiAn of auppoaed perfection, when 
there will bo no struggle for existence, 
but whe novery one, wiiatever his occu- 
pation,' 'Will' ha vii' hfip^thinlnng.- donls for 
hnn and wiU only bo .requirea to aet 
ue6o'rdiiig^'''cert'Bln rilles and "regula- 
tions laid down for him by tho Stale. 

EDITOBiiAL VOMMBNTS. 

It is to be hoped that the City Coun- 
cil will lose no time in providing some 
means of disposing of the City's garbage. 
This is- a matter that will not admit of 
delay. It-- is- clear'that the offensive 
mutter cannot- bo - dumped anywhere 
near the. 'eity/'' or' bt - a atsUnee from it 
where there are human liabitatibns.
